More Than. 900 Remain in Under- 


KATOWICE, Poland, March .23.— 
Forty-five hunger-striking miners, 
suffering from hunger and expo- 
sure, were hoisted to the surface by 
self-entombed comrades at the 
Giesche mine near here yesterday. 
They were taken to a hospital. 

More than 900 men remained un- 
derground while a black flag de- 
noting a hunger strike continued to 
fly from the main shaft. 

No agreement had been. reached 
in the strike, which started last 
week with demands for higher pay 
and shorter hours, later increased 
to include more than 50 demands. 
Company officers said maximum 
concessions already had been made. 

Doctors who examined the strik- 
ers hoisted to the surface said not 
one was suffering from hunger.

‘NO TRADE’ TO GET 
MEN OUT OF PLANTS 


Mayor Couzens Grants U A 
W A Permit to Hold 
Mass Meeting in Down- 
town Detroit.

DETROIT, March 23.—Gov. Frank 
Murphy received today formal ac- 
ceptance from Walter P. Chrysler 
and John L. Lewis of his invitation 
for a conference at Lansing, Mich., 
tomorrow in an attempt to settle 
the Chrysler motors strike. 

Chrysler, chairman of the cor- 
poration's board, announced in New 
York he would attend the parley, 
but would not “enter any trade to 
get the men out” of the eight plants 
held by strikers. 

In calling the conference at 11 
a.m. tomorrow, Murphy said he 
hoped to avert “extreme and costly 
measures with possible unfortunate 
consequences” in view of the 6000 
sittiown strikers’ defiance of a 
court order. 

Lewis, in reply wired Murphy, 
“Your message suggests that I con- 
fer under duress. Nevertheless and 
notwithstanding I agree to he pres- 
ent.” He will arrive in Lansing 
from Washington tomérrow morn- 
ing. 

In identical telegrams to the 
chairman of the Chrysler Corpora- 
tion board and to Lewis, head of

Allan Campbell last Friday for the 
arrest of 6000 strikers, members of 
the United Automobile Workers of 
America, occupying eight Chrysler 
Corporation plants in defiance of a 
court injunction.

Mrs. Schneider testified that she 
met Richards in Lacy’s office dur- 
ing the period that Lacy handled 
her legal affairs, from September, 
1934, to November, 1935, and that 
on one occasion, in March, 1935, 
Lacy directed her to consult Rich- 
ards about a contract to employ 
Lacy to file a damage suit for her. 
Later, she continued, she discussed 
details of the petition with Rich- 
ards at his own suggestion. 

“I thought certain things should 
go into the petition,” she er- 
plained, “but Mr. Richards said I 
didn't know very much about law 
and persuaded me not to include 
them.”

CHAPEL HILL, N. C., March 23. 
Senator Rush D. Holt of West 
Virginia said today President 


Roosevelt and Postmaster-Generel- 
Democratic Committee Chairman 
Farley are cracking the party 
whip” for the President's court re- 
organization plan. 

He said in a prepared address 
that “the report has gone abroad 
throughout the land that recogni- 
tion and patronage will be taken 
from members of the House and 
Senate of the Congress simply be- 
cause they dare to differ with the 
President and Mr. Farley on this 
great question.” 

Holt spoke under the auspices of 
the North Carolina Political Union, 
non-partisan student organization 
at the University of North Carolina, 
in answer to an address by Farley, 
Democrat national cheirman, before 
the union two weeks ago. 

Holt said Farley in his Chapel 
Hill speech, and the President in 
his victory dinner address, appealed 
for support of the court plan on 
partisan grounds. 

If the Democratic national con- 
vention had propesed enlargement 
of the Supreme Court, Holt said, 
the verdict might be accepted as nd 
party verdict. 

“But this was not attempted, and 
it is too late now to speak of the 
mandate when the matter was not 
discussed,” he said. “When the op- 
position tried to charge that the 
court would be tampered with, 
members of the Democratic cam- 
paign staff were quick to deny such 
a move.” 

He quoted Chairman Ashurst of 
the Senate Judiciary Committee as 
denying before the election last No- 
vember “the unjust criticism” that 
President Roosevelt intended to im 
— the Supreme Court member- 
ship. 

“The President and Mr. Farley, 
by cracking the party whip on this 
subject, are not appealing to the 
wisdom of the proposal but to the 
force that they desire to possess to 
push it through,” Holt said. 

“If we are to be guided by a par- 
ty platform, we must understand 
that this act of the President was| 
not contemplated publicly in the 
last campaign.” 

There are many conscientious Sen- 
ators for the court bill, he said, and 
many conscientious Senators against | 
it. 

“Why should an attempt be made 
to force a change in the conscien- 
tious Senators who are against the 
bill through the medium of patron- 
age and power?” he asked, 

Holt said that “to many to 
patronage means much,” but added 
“there never has been and never 
should be enough patronage to sway 
an honest member of either branch

Youth on Road to Recovery 
After 25 Operations in 
St. 1 1 H it ] 

With a new pair of ears and a 
renovated face, 15-year-old Robert 
Adams, after nearly three years in 
St. Louis hospitals, has gone back 
to his home at Wilton, Ala, far on 
the road to recovery from 
ing burns he suffered at a Christ- 
mas party in 1933. : 

The deft fingers of plastic sur- 
geons and nature’s slow healing 
processes have largely repaired the 
damage suffered in a few seconds 
when a Christmas tree candle ig- 
nited the boy’s clothing. 

So far he has undergone 25 oper- 
ations, and he is to return to St. 
Louis this summer for a few more 
of a minor character. He left 
Barnes Hospital a week ago. 

In the long series of operations, 
skin and tissues from other parts 
of his body were grafted to his face 
and hands. Lips, cheeks and eye- 
lids were skillfully repaired with 
skin taken from .his legs and ab- 
domen, and new ears were con- 
structed with skin and cartilage 
taken from a rib. 

His hands, severely burned as he 
shielded his eyes with them, were 
a particularly difficult problem. 
One finger was so badly burned that 
it had to be amputated, and after 
the skin damage had been repaired 
the hands had to be taught their 
normal functions again.

Measure Containing Em- 
ployer Reserve and Pooled 
Fund Plan Drafted After 
Two Months. 


Payments, Is Pending. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, March 23— 
After a study of nearly two months, 
the House Committee on Social Se- 
curity completed last night its work 
of drafting an unemployment com- 
pensation law for Missouri and re- 
ported out a bill designed to protect 
600,000 workers in the State in the 


event of unemployment. 
The measure, which combines 


the employer reserve account and 
pooled fund plans of unemployment 
compensation legislation, will be 
submitted to the Assembly, prob- 
ably tomorrow, with the recom- 
mendation that it be passed. While 
House leaders feel confident this 
measure will pass the House, some 
opposition is expected in the Seh- 
ate, where a bill calling for a pooled 
fund type system is under consid- 
eration. 

The bill drafted by the House 
committee proposes the creation of 
a reserve account fund, from which 
the benefits will be paid as unem- 
ployment occurs, by placing a pay- 
roll tax on employers of eight or 
more workers. Persons or firms 
with less than eight employes may 
come under this plan if they so 
elect. 

Employe Pays Nothing. 

The worker will not be required 
to make contributions to this fund 
and will be eligible to receive the 
compensation only from the par- 
ticular fund created by his em- 
ployer. The employer’s tax will 
amount to 18 per cent of his an- 
nual payroll for the remainder of 
1937 and will increase to 2.7 per 
cent théreafter. 

However, the employer’s con- 
tribution for the rest of this year 
must amount to 90 per cent of the 


Federal social security tax now im- 
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posed, in order that the State will 
de eligible to receive Federal 
grants. If the 18 per cent tax is 
insufficient, the employers will be 
required to make a lump payment 
to bring their contributions up to 
the required amount. 

The provision is designed to pre- 
vent Missouri from losing further 
Federal grants for this system. The 
State failed to pass such legislation 
during 1936 and lost about $5,800,- 
000 in Federal assistance. 


Merit Rating Provision. 


The House bill also contains a 
merit rating provision whereby em- 
ployers who maintain steady em- 
ployment for their workers and 
build their reserve funds up to cer- 
tain amounts may obtain tax re- 
duction. When their reserve fund 
amounts to 7.5 per cent of their an- 
nual payroll the tax is decreased to 
1.8 per cent; when the fund reaches 
10 per cent of the payroll the tax 
falls to .§ per cent, and when the 
fund is 12.5 per cent or more no 
tax is required. 

However, when unemployment 
occurs and benefits are paid from 
the fund the employer must begin 
making contributions again until 
the reserve fund is built up to the 
legal limit. 

The measure also provides for the 
creation of:a pooled fund, from 
which the benefits would be paid 
when the empolyers’ reserve ac- 
counts were exhausted. This fund, 
to be a single’ State-wide pool from 
which all unemployed may receive

Among other things, trucks Car- 
ried @ large quantity of lumber for 
the construction of a dance floor, 
the petition states. 

The petition charges that the 
dancing academy’s use of the resi- 
dence would be in violation of the 
goning ordinance. One of the plain- 
tiffs, Robert A. Burns, who resides 
at No. 30, said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that an inspector from the 
city Building Department called on 
Miss Moser at his request and 
warned her against operating her 
business at the address.

As to the other issue involved in 
the President's plan, the Chief Jus- 
tice expressly withheld his com- 
ment. True, the Constitution 
is broad in its terms and avoids by 
design detail and definition. Hence 
indeed one great necessity for the 
Supreme Court. Its members 
have consistently done their best to 
interpret, not to alter the Constitu- 
tion. 


It is against this background of 
truth that the great figure of the 
Chief Justice would stand if he ap- 
peared before the Judiciary Com- 
mittee to define the function of the 
court as its members regard it. 

New York Times— The statement 
of Chief Justice Hughes which was 
read to the Senate Committee yes- 
terday—a statement specifically 
approved by Justice Brandeis and 
Justice Van Devanter, and general- 
ly in accord with the views of all 
other members of the Supreme 
Court—ought definitely to dispose 
of one argument which has been 
advanced in behalf of the Presi- 


dent's proposal. This is the argu- 


ment that it is necessary and desir- 
able to increase the membership of 
the court in order to make it a 
more efficient instrument of jus- 
tice. . . . But from the outset this 
argument failed to carry convic- 
tion. The letter read to the 
Senate Committee yesterday scrup- 
ulously refrained from discussing 
any other phase of the present con- 
troversy, aside from the question 
of an efficient administration of 
justice by the Supreme Court. But 
on this important point the opin- 
ion of a Chief Justice who speaks 
for a united court seems bound to 
carry conviction to the country. 

New York Sun—lIf the letter from 
Chief Justice Hughes to Senator 
Wheeler of the Senate Judiciary 
Committee is misinterpreted it must 
be by those who have an interest in 
distorting the plain and simple 
meaning of the Chief Justice’s words 

. . the Chief Justice’s letter dealt 
solely with what might be de- 
scribed as the technique of the 
Supreme Court and he made it plain 
that he was discussing the plan to 
increase the size of the Supreme 
Court bench “apart from any ques- 
tion of policy.” The text of the let- 
ter makes this quite as clear as 
the assurance. Senator Wheeler 
sought an expert witness on one 
phase of the President's court plan 
and he found him in the Chief 
Justice. 

Most of the proponents of the 
President's plan long ago discarded 
the pretense that they were seek- 
ing to make the Supreme Court 
more efficient but Senator Wheel- 
er’s request .compelled the Chief 
Justice to discuss that issue, even 
at the risk of giving dignity to a 
contention made to disguise Mr. 
Roosevelt’s real purpose—the pack- 
ing of the court. : 

Philadelphia Inquirer—The Chief 
Justice effectively disposes of the 
fiction invented by supporters of 
the administration's court-packing 
proposal that adding a half dozen 
assorted judges to the pench would 
enable the Supreme Court to catch 
up with its work and keep up with 
its schedlule ... One by one, 
whether age of justices or failure of 
the court to perform its duties, the 
pretexts intended to camouflage the 
administration’s determined effort 
to set up a Supreme Court guaran- 
teed to approve its legislation are 
being removed, permitting an unob- 
structed view of President Roose- 
velt’s plan to make the high judi- 
ciary an instrument in the hands of

CLEVELAND, March 23.—David 
B. Robertson, president of the 
Brotherhood of Railroad Firemen 
and Enginemen, announced yes-

The 20-year official record of 
Comptroller Louis Nolte, Repub-

C. Meyers, city budget director, an 
official associate of Nolte. 


Meyers quoted editorial expres- 


sions of the three St. Louis daily 
newspapers and of the Kansas City 
Star, praising Nolte’s record. The 
editorial articles, he said, explain 
why Nolte has been known as the 
city’s “watchdog of the treasury.”

1934 St. Louis Award, $1000 and a 
certificate stating that “His service 
has benefited St. Louis, and his 
example has inspired its citizens 
and all public servants.” 
Sound Financial Judgment. 

Comptroller Nolte,” Meyers said, 
“has handled the monies entrusted 
to his caré so scrupulously, cauti- 
ously and conscfentiously, that St. 
Louis has taken front rank among 
the large cities of the country, with 
the result that we have a financial 
credit which enables our bonds to 
stand on a par with the bonds of 
the Federal Government. While 
many cities of the country were 
insolvent, and some were pleading 
for authority from Congress to be 
permitted to take the benefit of the 
bankruptcy law, the credit of St.

MUSSOLINI DEFENDS 
IMPERIALIST POLICY 


Refers. to Criticism Abroad as 
‘‘Inundation of. Turbid 
Ink.” / 


ROME, March 23. — Premier 
Mussolini faced a cheering throng 
of dlackshirts from a balcony of 
Piazza Venezia today, the eight- 
eenth anniversary of Fascism, and 
shouted a defense of Italy’s empire 


building. 

Reporting on his nine-day tour 
of Libya, Italy's North African 
colony, he declared he and Italy 
stood unmoved by what he char- 
acterized as “tendentious” reports 


and criticisms from abroad. 


He termed such comment pub 
lished in England and France as “a 
tempest of printed paper and an 
inundation of turbid ink.” 

He said Anglican pulpit utter- 
ances against Italy’s Ethiopian con- 
quest as evidence that Britishers 
were eager to see “motes” in the 
eyes of others while neglecting 
“beams” in thetr own. 

He proclaimed. that “vindication” 
of Adua after 40 years. showed 
Italians had long memories and 
would be ready to reply similarly 
to the wrongs of the future, op- 
posing what he termed bad faith 
with “an indestructible will.“

WAR CLAIM AGAINST b. 8. 


Made Up of Volunteer 
Doctors and Nurses. 


‘ LONDON, March 23.—Italy in- 
formed Great Britain today in re- 
ply to a query concerning the re- 
ported landing of Italian troops in 
Spain that the contingent which 
went ashore at Cadiz March 5 was 


made up only of volunteer doctors 
and nurses. 

No Italian troops have landed in 
Spain, the reply said. It was point- 
ed out that foreign medical work- 
ers did not come under the bar on 
volunteers effected by 27 nations, 
in an accord of neutrality, last 
Feb. 20. 

Authorized sources said Great 
Britain was satisfied with the an- 
swer on this point. 

After renewed wrangling over @ 
proposal to recall foreign volunteers 
in Spain, the non-intervention sub- 
committee recessed. Committee 
spokesman said little progress had 
been made toward formulating con- 
crete plans. 

Count Dino Grandi, the Italian 
Ambassador, declined even to dis- 
cuss the proposal to withdraw vol- 
unteers now in Spain. 

Going Ahead With Blockade. 

Continued reports that Italian 
troops have landed in great num- 
bers in Spain since the control 
agreement went into effect were 
investigated separately by the Brit- 
ish in an effort to avoid clogging 
the agenda of the Non-Interven- 
tion Committee. This group, of 
which Italy is a member, made 
ready to go ahead with the land 
and sea patrol plan to isolate the 
civil war over the protest of the 
Madrid-Valencia Government. 

The protest of the Spanish Gov- 
ernment that it could not consent 
to the patrol of its coasts by Italy 
and Germany held first place on 
the agenda for today’s meeting of 
the committee. 

The note declared the Govern- 
ment would-not permit nations it 
charged with openly intervening in 
behalf of the insurgents to control 
its coasts, and consequently could

GERMANY EXTENDS GUARANTEE 
BACKING PRIVATE EXPORTERS 


Continues Policy of Fostering For- 
Regulating 


the Grain Market. ons 

BERLIN, March 23.—The German 
Government took steps today to 
back up private exporters who have 
extended long-term credit to .cus- 
tomers abroad by assuming further 
guarantees of payment. 

A decree authorizing the Finance 
Minister to assume guarantees ag- 
gregating 872,000,000 marks (3348, 
800,000) provides for: Guarantees 
of a maximum of 300,000,000 marks 
($120,000,000) “to foster Germany’s 
foreign trade,” and a maximum of 
360,000,000 marks ($144,000,000) for 
regulating the grain market. 

These items, with credit guaran- 
tees for the regulation of cattle, egg 
and flax markets and for the pro- 
motion of agricultural labor proj- 
ects, make up the total authorized. 

Guaranteeing of up to $120,000,000 
to exporters represents an increase 
of $400,000 over last year. The sys- 
tem of guarantees has been in op- 
eration for several years.

BERLIN, March 23.— Hans Kerri, 


minister for Church Affairs, called 
a truce today in the conflict be- 
tween the Government and rebel- 
lious Protestants. 

Kerrl issued a decree by which 


all affairs in the Evangelical 
Church remain as they were Feb. 
15 when Chancellor Hitler ordered 
general synodical elections. 

Such church governments as ex- 
isted at that time are recognized 
as legal, under the decree, but no 
changes may be made in adminis- 
trative set-up until after the elec- 
tions. All disciplinary measures 
are suspended. 

Kerrl’s press representative ex- 
plained the order in this way: “By 
this decree, executive authority in 
church matters passes from the 
states to those church governments 
which were actually in office Feb. 
15. 

“The state thereby wishes to en- 
sure freedom of faith, conscience 
and election. All measures under- 
taken since then are null and void.” 

Synod Leaders Reject It. 

Leaders in the Confessional Syn- 
od, steadfastly opposed to Nan 
chureh control, characterjzed the 
decree as an attempt to separate 
Protestant and Catholic fundamen- 
talists. The latter, they said, stand 
shoulder to shoulder with the Gov- 
ernment’s Protestant opposition in 
the struggle for separation of 
church and state. 

The truce offered by Kerrl will 
not be accepted, the leaders said, 
and the fight for religious indepen- 
dence will go on.

POWER NOT GIVEN, 
WALLAGE SAYS 


Do Not Know What Is 
Good for Them. 


By the Associated Press. 

RICHMOND, Va., March 23.— 
Secretary of Agriculture Wallace 
told a farm audience last night that 
recent decisions of the Supreme 
Court blocked attempts of the 
Roosevelt administration to - erect 
“necessary safeguards for agricul- 
ture, labor and industry.” He ad- 
dressed the annual meeting of the 
Virginia farm bureau. His remarks 
were broadcast. : 
Wallace said changes in the Su- 
preme Court and Federal judiciary 
proposed by President Roosevelt 
provided a “very simple and very 
practical” method of assuring prog- 
ress for national welfare. 

“Nobody claims it is unconstitu- 
tional,” he said. “It simply pro- 
posed to add new blood to the Su- 
preme Court; enough younger men 
‘who have been out in the hurly- 
burly of a changing world to bring 
the majority opinions of the court 
into line with the thinking people 
so that the attitude of the people 
as expressed in the election may be 
converted into action. That is all. 

“In Accord With Platform.“ 

Wallace said the court proposals 
were “in accordance with the pledge 
given in the Democratic platform 
on which the President and most of 
the members of Congress were 
elected.” 7 

“That platform,” Wallace de- 
claréd, “promised to seek amend- 
ment only if those problems can- 
not be effectively solved by legis- 
lation within the Constitution. That 
legislation is now before the Con- 
gress, simple, feasible, direct and 
capable of passage immediately.” 
Wallace said the court proposals 
had stirred a “commotion” because 
“the interests which opposed the 
President in the last election do not 
want a workable solution” to prob- 
lems now facing the nation. | 

“The present unconstitutional at- 
titude of the Supreme Court is the 
last barrier between them and the 
people,” Wallace said. “These in- 
terests feel they must keep the bar- 
rier at all costs.” 

Wallace said farmers “had 
thought of the Supreme Court and 
of the Constitution as somehow the 
game thing. They did not realize 


On powers not granted by the Con- 
stitution.” 

He added that the constitutional 
convention of 150 years ago had 
definitely voted against giving the 
Judges the power “to go beyond 
matters of law and enter the field 
of policy.” 


Authors of the Constitution. 


Wallace said the men who wrote 
the Constitution “averaged 29 years 
younger than the present Supreme 
Court” and “had no intention of 
fastening a policy-making judiciary 
upon the country. 
“They believed in leaving matters 
of policy to the President and Con- 
gress. 
“It would not make so much dif- 
ference that the majority of the 
Justices formerly made their living 
out of the intricacies of co-operate 
finance,” Wallace said, “if the Su- 
preme Court in passing on laws of 
Congress, passed on them only from 
a legal point of view.” 
If the laws are tested “from the 
policy point of view,” Wallacs said, 
“farmers, laboring men and small 
business men become very greatly 
concerned with the extent to which 
Justices have formerly made their 
livings by serving great corpora- 
tions.” 
There have been 40,000 Supreme 
Court opinions, Wallace said, and it 
is easy to find “opposite points of 
view and cite dozens of them.”
